production. 


He also has been released from 
duties aa a deputy prime minister. 
Ivan T. Golyakov was relieved 


of his duties as president of the 
•upreme court of the U.S.S.R. 
The changes were announced to 
the council of nationalities, one 
of the two equal houses of the-su- 
preme Soviet, now in session. The 
council approved. 
The planning job went o Voz- 
nesensky's vice chairman, Maxim 
Z. Saburov, who was the commis- 
sion's chairman 
once before, In 
1941. Saburov became 
a 
deputy 
prime minister in February, 1947. 
He is one of a dozen vice chairmen 
of the council of ministers, the 
Soviet cabinet, of whom V. M. Mol- 
otov ranks first. 
Soviet industries

criticized at the opening meeting 
of the supreme Soviet's

session. Finance minister

Zverev blasted certain industries 
for meeting their goals by making 
the goods easiest to produce, ra-

The agency supplies hydro elec- 
tric power to parts or all of six 
southwestern states—Texas, Ark< 
ansas, Oklahoma, Louisiana! Kan- 
sas and Missouri. 
The survey was made by an In- 
vestigative staff under supervis- 
ion of Robert E. Lee, formerly of 
the FBI, and directed by A. B. 
Roberts, consulting engineer, and 
W. H, Slgersen, accountant. 
The report, released yesterday, 
declares that the power adminis- 
tration "serves no useful purpose." 
It recommends that power gener- 
ated at the various public proj- 
ects controlled by the agency be 
offered for sale at the dam sites, 
meaning to private power compan- 
ies. 


Continued health and growth of 
private utlltles, said the report, 
is endangered by unequal.competi- 
tion between the government agen- 
cies and private business. It said 
government duplication of trans- 
mission facilities is "wasteful" and 
recommended that the government 
cooperate with private utilities.

apathy reflects the Chinese 
peasant's traditional experi- 
ence with government. 


Confucius is said to have 


come across a weeping wo- 
man, and learned that her 
son had been killed by a ti- 
ger. Further, her father-in- 
law and her husband had 
been killed by a tiger in the 
same place. 


"Why do you stay in such 


a d a n g e r o u s neighbor- 
hood?" Confucius not un- 
naturally asked: 


"Because there is no gov- 


ernment here." 


Confucius' disciple, Men- 


cius, phrased quaintly Chi- 
na's lack of experience of 
good government: "Let be- 
nevolent government be put 
in practice, and the people 
will be delighted .with it, as 
if they were relieved from 
hanging by their heels." 


Throughout the ages the 


same complaints about gov- 
ernment have arisen 
from 


China, and justly. Chiang 
Kai-shek did nothing to rem- 
edy them, and it is not sen- 
sible to expect anything bet- 
ter from the Communists. 


WEAKEST DEPARTMENT 


"The 
national 
military 


establishment, as set up un- 
der the act of 1947, Is peril- 
ously close to the weakest 
type of department." 


Such Is the conclusion of 


the Hoover Commission. It 
was only saying what other 
observers in many walks of 
American life have been say- 
ing ever since the results of 
the 1947 unification became 
clear. The Hoover group doc- 
umented its findings in re- 
gard to the services with 
the same painstaking care 
which has characterized ita 
report( on other 
depart- 


ments and agencies. 


The discipline which ia 


maintained within military 
organizations ia legendary,

It is shocking that at the 
point of highest command 
of the American 
military 


services the line of disci- 
pline is ,so badly disrupted 
that the department of De- 
fense is singled out as "per- 
ilously close to the weak- 
est." It should be the strong- 
est. 


The recommendations of 


the Hoover Commission are 
clear and simple. The sec- 
retary of defense should be 
given adequate power to co- 
ordinate the three services 
and quell their quarreling. 
This would involve demot- 
ing the three service secre- 
taries to the rank of under- 
secretary 
and 
stripping 


them of certain 
of 
their 


powers, including especial- 
ly the privilenge of appeal 
over the head of the secre- 
tary of defense. 


As in dealing with other 


units, the Hoover Commis- 
sion has been blunt and 
forthright. We may feel less 
safe after reading the re- 
port, but will become much 
safer if the report is heeded 
by Congress. 


REAL VOICE OF BRITAIN 


Americans do not get very 


accurate information as 
*~o 


the political mind of the 
British peopje. Our travel- 
ers are apt to have their 
contacts with the well-to-do, 
who generally vote Conser- 
vative. The British newspa- 
pers are almost all anti-La- 
bor. And the most listened- 
to voice of all England Ic 
that of Winston Churchill, 
once a Liberal but now head 
of the Conservative party. 
Listening to these, anyone 
would get the impression 
that Labor would be turn- 
ed out of office as soon as 
the British had a chance to 
do it.
